HOW  VANILLA  GROWS. 


PlllfE  FIVE  CENTS

Two  Method*  of  Preparing  (lie  Pod*  for 
for  Market— The  Plant. 

Vanilla  belongs  to  the  orchid  family 
and  is  a  sarmentose  plant  furnished  with 
thick,  oblong,  glaucous  green  leaves. 
The  vine  sometimes  attains  a  height  of 
forty-five  feet.  It  begins  to  bear  the 
third  year  after  planting  anil  continues 
bearing  thirty  years.  Each  vine  annu¬ 
ally  produces  from  fortv  to  fifty-five 
capsules  or  seed  pods,  which  are  gath. 
ered  before  reaching  complete  maturity 
between  April  and  June. 

For  one  method  of  preparation  they 
are  gathered  after  they  have  lost  their 
green  tint,  and  are  then  exposed  to  the 
sun  in  woolen  sheets  which  have  pre¬ 
viously  been  thoroughly  heated-  They 
are  then  put  into  boxes  covered  with  a 
cloth,  and  are  again  heated  in  the  sun, 
twelve  or  fifteen  hours,  after  which  they 
should  assume  a  coffee  color.  If  this  is 
not  obtained  they  must  be  covered  and 
again  exposed,  the  whole  process  lasting 
about  two  months,  after  which  they  are 
packed  securely,  fifty  each,  in  tin  luxes. 

By  the  second  method  aliout  a  thou¬ 
sand  pods  are  tied  together  and  plunged 
into  boiling  water  to  bleach  them,  after 
which  they  are  exposed  to  the  sun,  and 
then  coated  with  oil  or  wrnpjted  in  oiled 
cotton  to  prevent  them  from  bursting. 
During  the  drying  process  the  pods  ex¬ 
ude  a  sticky  liquid,  winch  is  expedited 
by  gentle  pressure  two  or  three  times  a 
day.  By  this  process  the  |h*1  loses  about 
a  quarter  of  its  original  size.  The  best 
quality  ]»od.s  are  seven  to  nine  inclies 
in  length,  and  large  in  projiortion,  and 
possess  iu  greater  abundance  the  char¬ 
acteristic  and  agreeable  perfume  which 
gives  vanilla  its  value. 

The  vine  is  sometimes  covered  with  a 
silvery  efflorescence  producing  an  essen¬ 
tial  salt  similar  to  that  found  in  the  pod, 
and  this  is  diffused  on  the  outside  Of  the 
capsule.  It  is  called  vanilla  rime,  and  is 
in  great  demand  in  the  Bordeaux  market. 
Vanilla  is  used  in  i*erfumerv  and  in 
flavoring  confocticnery  and  cordials.  It 
is  supposed  to  possess  powers  similar  to 
valerian,  while  it  is  much  more  grateful. 
Its  production  in  Reunion  has  increased 
in  the  past  forty  years  from  a  few 
pounds  to  nearly  half  a  million,  and  tliat 
colony  is  now  the  principal  rival  and 
competitor  of  Mexico.  The  total  import 
into  France  rose  from  about  200,000 
pounds  in  1880  to  about  260,000  in  1886, 
but  the  annual  import  fluctuates  con¬ 
siderably. — London.  Times.

Dickens  so  highly 
appreciated  the  value  of  the  service 
which  Mr.  Dallas  had  rendered  him  that 
he  presented  him  with  the  manuscript, 
which  the  enthusiastic  critic  received 
with  the  utmost  effusion,  vowing  that 
he  would  alw  ays  treasure  it  as  one  of  his 
most  precious  jH>>sessions.  \\  ithin  a  short 
time,  however,  the  manuscript  was  sold 
to  Mr.  Childs  for  £250.— London  Truth.

1  quately  de**c'ril»eti.  and  yet  which  are 
I  constantly  tempting  people  to  descriis* 
them.  The  poets  perspire  in  rain,  and 
I  the  novciw*0  v.  •  'ng  w*r  nf»»*v  them 
but  notliing  comes  adequate  to  the  sub¬ 
ject.  Even  the  musical  critics,  whose 
use  of  language  is  marked  by  an  audacity 
which  the  rest  of  the  world  trembles  ut 
do  not  succeed.  Nevertheless,  there  are 
a  few  remarks  which  may  be  modestly 
uiade  on  the  outskirts  of  the  subject. 
COMPARED  TO  ORGAN  STOPS. 

Tin*  human  voice,  in  the  first  place,  ii* 
not  a  simple  instrument,  but  a  very  com 
plicated  organ,  with  a  great  variety  ot 
slops.  Y  ou  bear  tho  glycerine  stop,  f-«r 
instance,  w  hen  a  man  is  trying  to  sell  a 
horse  he  “doesn't  want  to  |«art  with,"  »>t 
is  persuading  a  frhind  to  invest  in  the  5og 
Woe  Mary  Janes  he  “hapjiens  to  ba\e 
to  spare." 

Then  man  has  another  very  useful 
stop,  the  sucking  dove  stop.  When  a 
man  s  w  ife  had  to  sit  up  for  him  he  meets 
her  with  the  sucking  dove  stop  full  on; 
you  would  think  as  he  comes  along  the 
passage,  humming,  a  psalm  tune  iu  it. 
that  he  had  just  descended  from  the  com¬ 
pany  of  an  innocent  land  of  seraphin^ 
This  stop  is  also  inRde  some  little  use  of 
in  business,  though  the  majority  of  men 
have  not  sufficient  face  to  play  it  sm 
ceasfuliy.  Bold  cdbby  very  often  has  a 
try  at  it.  when  he  uasures  tho  stranger 
in  London,  with  tears  in  his  eyes,  tliat 
the  proper  fare  is  five  and  sixpence;  and 
the  skilled  restaurant  waiter  turns  it  on 
when  he  assures  the  doubtful  guest  tliat 
the  wine  supplied  is  actually  wliat  is 
named  on  the  list.  There  are  also  other 
varieties  <>f  masculine  stop;  such  as  the 
mail  bull  stop,  which  comes  into  pla\ 
when  the  button's ioff  again  or  the  meat's 
underdone. 

Ladies'  voices  pdsseas  most  of  the  mas¬ 
culine  stops  and  a  few  others  besides. 
They,  however,  make  a  little  different 
use  of  some  of  them.  A  lady,  for  in¬ 
stance,  talks  politics  through  the  glycer 
ine  medium,  und  keejis  the  sledge  ham¬ 
mer  for  her  domestic  affairs,  and  f « >r 
training  mankind  in  the  way  they  should 
go.  She  never  usi-s  her  sucking  dove 
stop  in  matters  of  business,  but  keeps  it 
exclusively  for  affairs  of  a  tender  nature 
At  the  approach  ul  any  idigible  man  oul 
comes  tins  stop  at  once,  and  all  she  h.u 
to  say  to  him  has  the  seductive  intona¬ 
tion  of  innocent  candor.  An  exclusively 
feminine  stop  is  the  woodpecker,  spe¬ 
cially  designed  in  those  crises  in  the 
female  economy  known  familiarly  as 
“being  out  of  sorts.’’  This  stop  gives  a 
shrill,  snappy  tiipbre  to  the  music  of 
the  lady's  voice,  which  is  much  admind 
by  the  hearers,  when  they  haveacquir»d 
a  taste  for  it. 

Another  feminine  stop,  and  a  pecu 
liarlv  beautiful  one,  is  the  Minnehaha 
or  laughing  water  stop.  It  is  not  every 
lady  who  lias  it  in  her  organ,  but  when 
she  has,  and  plays  upon  it,  the  hearer  fit 
once  imagines  himself  under  a  green 
canopy  by  the  side  of  a  sparkling  rill.  , 
and  if  he  is  not  careful  he  sits  there  ami 
forgets  h.is  train.  The  Minnehalia  is  the  1 
queen  of  all  6tops,  but,  unfortunately,  j 
has  a  terrible  liabit  of  changing  into  the 
woodpecker  late  in  lifp. 

PROFESSIONAL  VOICES. 

The  above  remarks  are  inspired  by  or¬ 
dinary  private  voices.  A  more  extendtd 
view  of  the  subject  may  l»e  obtained 
from  professional  voices.  The  former 
plav  on  one  organ  of  many  6to|»,  but  the 
latter  have  the  run  of  a  great  variety  of 
different  instruments,  natural  and  artifi¬ 
cial.  The  stage,  lo  which  one  looks  f->r 
the  ideal  of  what  the  sj>oken  voire 
should  be.  supplies  us  with  some  charm 
ing  examples.  One*  especially  beautiful 
stage  voice  is  tliat  usually  described  m- 
“bird  like.”  The  bird  voice  is  esjiecially 
affected  by  the  young  and  innocent  dra¬ 
matic  maiden,  w  hose  pride  is  to  remind 
you  of  all  tiie  aweet  songsters  of  the 
grove  in  turn.  While  she  is  heart  free, 
she  hops  in  a  cheerful  manner  round  the 
scene,  and  emits  little  chin*,  something 
like  a  healthy  sparrow  devoid  of  care. 

When  the  inevitable  young  man  mak<* 
his  appearance,  she  puts  on  the  swallow 
and  begins  to  twitter  continuously;  and 
when  he  arrives  at  Ids  declaration  sb» 
sinks  into  hi.-  arms  with  the  true  night 
ingale  gurgle  and  enda  a  pathetic  so  ur 
with  a  cadence  iff  “jug-jug  ju g."  71m  n 
when  things  get  a  little  mixed  and  he  u 
thought  to  be  faithless  and  tohaxe  tak*  n 
money  from  the  till,  she  cranes  out 
strong  as  a  "pee-w  it."  sn^rt-hnek*  faintly 
over  her  blasted  hopes,  much  as  tliat 
plaint«ve  bird  does  over  a  wormle**. 
moor  By  and  j>y  there  is  a  prospect  <  -f 
things  coining  right,  and  she  drupe  the 
pee-w  it  for  the  canary.
